o ccurred irf Indiana as far back as 
reco rds are o btainable, and it is to 
he expected that they will co ntinue 
to o ccur, said \ \ . K. Hatt, o f Purdue 
univ ersity, engineer o f 
the 
slate 
flood prev entio n co mmissio n, which 
is reco mmending measures 
to 
the 
legislature. 
The floods canno t 
he 
prev ented, but the state can 
and 
sho uld co ntro l them by public w o rk s 
and by regulating priv ate co nstruc­ 
tio n, he po inted out. 
“The av erage 
interv al 
between 
Indiana floods o f great magnitude is 
six and o ne-fo urth years” said Hatt. 
“They may o ccur at any time but 
they usually o ccurred between De­ 
cember and April. 
January, Feb­ 
ruary and March are 
the 
mo nths 
when the co mbinatio n o f rainfall and 
surface 
co nditio ns 
pro duces 
Hie 
Worst floods. 
“A heav y sto rm sweeps 
up the 
Ohio v alley aud finds the 
gro und 
fro zen o r co v ered with 
sno w, 
the 
subso il saturated and channels al 
ready charged with water, 
so that 
the greater part o f this rainfall runs 
off thro ugh streams. 
The tributari­ 
es may all be discharging and 
a t­ 
tempting to find o utlet at the same 
time thro ugh the main channel 
in 
peo ple hav e been dumping 
refuse, 
co nstructing lev ees, 
and 
buildings 
that add to the heightb o f the flood 
water. 
“Befo re the land was dratTmdfrrp 
agriculture, the heav y raiiis o f win­ 
ter and spring were held backHm t h |!

agencies.” 
But the floods like the destructiv e 
one of March, 19 13, he said, are due 
to sto rms co ming at a time when the 
soil is fro zen o r saturated.

they were in the early days, except 
where embankments, lev ees, 
build­

Hatt mentio ns the

in Denver.—An Insight into the Intricacies of the Japanese 
Language.

On my way to the Denver Turner 


hall recently to attend a "Swabian 
Kirmess". festivity, I noticed on a 
store windows the word "Shimbun." 
Knowing that this word 
was 
the 


Japanese for newspaper, my curi- 
osity was at once_aroused. Looking 
closer I saw the complete sign "The 
Colorado Shimbun." Peering through 
the window I saw evidences of u 
printing office, and going inside, i 
found them running off the daily 
edition of a Japanese paper. 


I had previously, seen a Japanese 


paper on file at the Deliver public 
library, but thinking it was 
one 


printed in San Frencisco, 1 paid no 
attention to it. But when 1 visited 
the library after 1 had discovered 
this Japanese printshop, I took a 
look fit the paper and to my amaze- 
ment I found this to be another Den- 
ver Japanese paper, called "The 
Denver Shinipo," a semi-weekly. 


The fact of there being two Jap- 


anese papers—a daily and a semi- 
weekly—was a surprise to me, and 
this at once suggested the question 
"Are there enough Japanese in Den- 
ver and Colorado and 
contiguous 


teritory to support two Japanese 
newspapers ? " 


Denver has a German population 


of .about 26,000 and the State of 
Colorado 76,000. One German dailj 
newspaper fills thi?| field and barely 
makes a living. 
One Italian news- 


paper supplies the needs of an Ital- 
ian population of 
27,000 in 
the 


State, and one Swedish paper sup- 
plies, a Swedish population of 2(5,- 
000 in Colorado. 
If the Japanese 


can support two newspapers in Den- 
ver, they must be finite numerous 
in this part of the country.

iar with the usual American printing

abacus is used.by the Chinese and 
Japanese at the present time for the 
same reason that ignorant Occiden- 
tal people count on their fingers. But 
this Ls not at all the case. .Both the 
Japanese and Chinese, by reason of 
having a peculiar system of sylabic 
characters, are compelled to resort 
to the use of the abacus to facilitate 
rapid arithmetical calculations.

Indiana floods of great magnitude is 
six and one-fourth years" said Hatt. 
''They may occur at any time but 
they usually occurred between De- 
cember and April.

the new law will not work a great 
hardship on the teachers and be- 
lieves there will not be a general 
shaking-up in the list of teachers 
for next year. 


The law on these examinations is 


very plain and 
there is no chance 


of the teachers escaping passing it 
if they expect to teach next year. 


The law is as follows concerning 


teachers with state life licenses: '"A 
teacher holding a. state life license 
or a state normal diploma will be 
required to take an examination in 
any-practical arts subject or subjects 
he is required to teach, unless such 
diploma or license included the spec- 
ial training in such subject or sub- 
jects prescribed by the state board 
of education for the preparation of 
teachers for this work." 


Another section of the vocational 


education law of interest in this con- 
nection is as follows: "All appli- 
cants who take the common 
and 


high 
school 
examination 
in 
the 


practical arts subjects will have the 
option of having their papers grad- 
ed for either County or state licenses 
the same as in the 
other regular 


school subjects."
